CRISIS  LOOMS 
AS  FOG  THICKENS 

Washington,  June  15,  1973— Walter 
Kamb,  president  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  group  of  V.I.P.'s  returned  this 
morning  from  Pismo  Beach,  Calif., 
where  they  inspected  the  new  U.S.  Fog 
Testing  Grounds.  Developments  there 
are  now  under  way  to  eliminate  fog 
from  the  Bav  Area  and  the  rest  of 
the  U.S. 

President  Kamb  had  this  to  say 
about  his  visit:  "I  went  there  to  listen 
and  learn.

UNCOVERED  BY 
ARCHAEOLOGISTS 

BERKELEY— A  group  of  noted  ar- 
chaeologists led  by  Dr.  T.  Garthwaite 
and  Dr.  J.  Appleman,  today  uncovered 
the  ruins  of  the  first  Garfield  School 
which  was  completely  covered  when 
a  hidden  volcano  in  Albany  Hill  erupt- 
ed almost  20  years  ago  and  spread 
rock  and  lava  over  the  area. 

The  calamity  occurred  on  June  12, 
1955,  a  school  holiday,  so  no  one  was 
trapped.  But  until  today  the  school 
was  completely  covered.  Workmen  led 
by  Hugh  Calkins  finally  completed  the 
excavation  yesterday.  Noted  historians, 
Marian  Glasspool  and  Betsy  Kaye, 
rushed  into  the  crumbled  ruins  in 
order  to  find  some  record  of  life  in 
ancient  Garfield.

The  things 
written  on  the  walls  were:  "Real 
Gone,"  "Nervous  Cat,"  "Crazy  mixed 
up  teachers."  "Zorch,"  "Dig  Me"  and 
several  other  expressions  that  were 
erased  by  the  PTA  before  reporters 
were  allowed  in. 

Miss  Barbara  Ginter  and  Dorothy 
Martinez,  the  PTA  representatives, 
said,  "If  we  knew  what  it  meant,  we'd 
be  shocked.  So  we  censored  it." 

After  the  first  Garfield  was  destroyed 
in  1955,  another  was  built  several 
blocks  away,  where  the  Seven  Day 
Trike  Race  began  today.  (See  Sports).
